Arthur Burr ,20, Hope, private fly- 


ing student, who was seriously in- 
jured in a plane crash at the Hope- 
Prescoll airport late Monday after- 
noon, was still unconscious al noon 
Tuesday, suffering a severe concus- 
sion. 


Young Barr, son of Mr. and Mrs.

He was taken to the Cora Donnell

WASHINGTON -(/P)- The Navy 


Department announced Tuesday that 
a naval oil tanker the Salinas, had 
been torpedoed without warning on 
the night. of October 29-30,. southwest 
of Iceland but had reached port in 
safety despite serious damage. 
t 
There was no loss of lives or serious - 


injury, the department said. The at-, 
tack occurred the night before the* 
sinking of the U. S. Destroyer Reu- 
ben James in which 97 crew members 
were killed or missing. 


The Navy announced the sinking of 


the Reuben James was on the night of 
October 30-31. 


In the case of the Salinas the Navy 


said that announcement of the at- 
tack was withheld until the vessel 
could reach port in safety. 


"No details of damage will be releas- 
d as it will be of no value except 
o the Nazis," the department added, 
asserting the ship was in a convoy 
when attacked. 


The Selina was commanded 
by 


Commander Harley F. Cope of New 
Orleans. The tanker was built by the 
Newport Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Co., for the U. S. shipping board in 
1920. It was transferred to the Navy 
and commissioned December 16, 1921. 


The Navy described the vessel as 


being 1,600 tons with a rormal com- 
plement of 107 officers ;.nd men. It 
is 463 feet long with a beam of 60 
feet. The ship is armed carrying two 
five-inch guns and an anti-aircraft 
battery,

Army Directs 
Defense Work 


Duties of SPG Con- 
structing Quarter- 
master Explained 


Throughout the United States today 


a huge defense building program is 
underway, and in most instances this 
work is under the direct supervision 
of a "constructing quartremaster" who 
is a member of the Construclion Di- 
vision, Quartermaster Corps, United 
States Army.

project, in describing the work of this 
organization said, "It is the duty of 
the Constructing Quartermaster office 
to supervise every detail of construc- 
tion work done by the contracting firm 
or firms.

Records Broken 
by Roosevelt 


President to 
Date Has Vetoed 
535 Bills 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON — It is no news any 


more when President Roosevelt breaks 
another record in the history of ex- 
ecutive and White House activities, 
but it should be worth more than a 
passing, note that with only a few 
months overtime on our two-term 
Presidents, Mr. Roosevelt is rapidly 
approaching that day when he will be 
champion vetoer of all time. 


The fact has just been unearthed 


in the first sxunmary of Presidential 
vetoes made in the last 52 years. This 
record o£ bills vetoed and action tak- 


, en thereone from 1889 to 1941 was 
'compiled by Robert L. Baldridge, a 
Senate employe, under the direction 
of Edwin A. Halsey, the Senate's ve- 
teran secretary. 


President Roosevelt, to date,, has 


vetoed 535 bills passed by congress 


, and has had only seven of these pas- 
I'sed over his veto. Even leaving his 


third term out of it, President Roose- 
velt has to tip his topper only to 
Grovei- Cleveland, who vetoed 584 
bills in his two terms. In the same 
period, President Roosevelt vetoed 


• 505. No other President has even ap- 


proached the records established by 
these two. 
' In. any administration, a great many 
(probably a large majority) of bills 
vetoed are private bills introduced by 


, some senator or representative spec- 


ifically "lor the relief of" some in- 
dividual or firm in his bailiwick. For 
example, they include provisions for 
the payment of damages incurred by 
the neglect or carelessness of some 
government employe; or they include 
pension payments to some neglected 
veteran or his widow. 


And it was on this last that Cle- 


veland outstripped Roosevelt, When 
Cleveland came to office, the Civil 
War claims of pensions for soldiers or 
their widows were really in full swing.

When Roosevelt came to office, our 
veterans' relief was a going concern 
and it is a rare thing that President 
Roosevelt has-ever had to deal with a 
measure similar to one that came up 
to Cleveland. It provided for funds 
to be paid "a poor Union soldier", 
suffering ' painful 
and 
permanent 


wounds. Cleveland sent the bill back 
with the simple comment that he was 
vetoing it because the evidence show- 
ed the "veteran" had served only one 
week in the army and had received 
his injuries more than' three years 
later when, in a drunken stupor, he 
had fallen out of the back end of a 
wagon in which he was being inglor- 
iously carted home. 


In one respect, Presicfent Roosevelt 


already has beaten Cleveland's re- 
cord— that is, in the matter of pocket 
vetoes. These consist, of course, of 
bills passed at the end of a congres- 
sional session and allowed to die with- 
out the President's signature. Roose- 
velt has pocketed 243 to Cleveland's 
2381 


However, in connection with this, 


President Roosevelt has never dodged j 
the issue by merely saying nothing. 
Back in June, 1934, the White House 
issued a statement that the President 
wished to take a more affirmative 
stand than his predecessors who cus- 
tomarily let some bills die without 
signature or comment, and that he 
would follow the policy of writing on 
them "disapproved and signature with 
held" and appending a brief state- 
ment giving the reason or reasons for 
his disapproval. That's a broken pre- 
cedent which the President has fol- 
lowed i-eligiously. 


The enormity of the number of the 


President's vetoes may be found in the 
statistical record which Baldridge has 
just compiled. Third placte in the list 
of vetoes is held by President Grant, 
who said nay to congress 92 times, 
about one-sixth as many times as 
Cleveland and Roosevelt. Washington 
used the veto power only twice; Mon- 
roe only once; and in our times we 
find the late President Harding veto- 
ing only six bills in the two years he 
was in office; and Coolidge, in the 
next six years vetoing only 50.

Wage Ceiling 
in Canada 


Government 
Imposes Control of 
Prices and Wages

WASHINGTON — Canada has em- 


barked on the most daring experi- 
ment in controlled wartime economy 
of all the democratic nations, even 
Great Britain. 


The Canadian government has im- 


posed rigid controls of both prices and 
wages beginning November 17. 


Price controls are quite in keep- 


ing with emergency prjctices in all 
democracies. But direct wage con- 
trols have never been applied by a 
najor democratic government, even 
n wartime. Neither Great Britain nor 
the United States now practices direct 
wage control. 


Freezing of wages has been avoid- 


ed on the ground that labor is NOT 
a commodity in a free nation, even 
in wartime, and has the right to bar- 
gain for its servcies. (The principle 
does not apply, to military conscrip- 
tion. Any citizen may be forced to 
defend his country, including the la- 
boring man.) 


Canada took drastic action because 


inflation threatened, 
and 
inflation 


would damage the war effort. It would 
also cost the taxpayers much more 
money to wage war, because the gov- 
ernment would buy war materials and 
pay soldiers with inflated 
money. 


Prices have risen in Canada more 
than 13 per cent since the start of the 
war. 


Great Britain has put laws on the 


books giving government 
absolute 


control over the lives of all subjects. 
Theoretically that includes a man's 
wages as well as his life, but actual- 
ly, the British government has NOT 
applied blanket wage controls. It has 
achieved the same end by indirecl 
methods, including rationing of food, 
price controls, etc.

government has acquired a measure of 
control over wages in those industries. 
The railroads are an example. Ex-- 
tremely high taxes, bonds, and a sys- 
tem of forced savings (flat deductions 
from pay checks) arc other indirect 
means* of controlling the wage level 
and preventing disastrous inflation. 


The United States is NOT technical- 


ly at war. We have not applied a heavy 
hand against either prices or wages. 
But the cost of living has risen about 
10 per cent since the start of the 
war. 


The government has taken some 


steps to prevent the upward spiral of 
prices. Installment buying has been 
curbed. Banks are required to use 
more deposits as a reserve. Taxes 
have been upped drastically. The Trea- 
sury is selling defense bonds to (he 
little man. Price Administrator Hen- 
derson has set up voluntary agree- 
ments with basic industries to peg 
prices of some raw materials and 
articles, such as automobiles. Hen- 
derson has also exposed some deal- 
er who fudged on agreements, or're- 
fused to abide by them. 


All of these steps have been tak- 


en to put a damper on inflation. If 
you put your money aside to ppy taxes 
you can't spend it and help along 
the inflation spiral. 


But we are also taking cpmmodit- 


i ies out of circulation and putting them 


I into the defense setup. That creates | 
j a scarcity. Scarcities cause panicky i 
j buying of things people don't need j 


but fear they can't get later on. This 
explains why we have an inflation- I 
ary trend, despite the indirect con- 
trols being used by the- government. 


Congress is wrestling with plant; to 


control prices and wages. But most ; 
observers; suspect congress will mere- 
ly wrestle, and do nothing more until \ 
inflation has already gone pretty far i 
along. That's because the great pros- j 
sure gn:ups—employers, farmers, and 
labor organizations cannot agree on 
the degree or the kinds of controls 
the government should apply. And 
they won't, until the public (U large 
forces congress to act. It take;; time 
for the public lo generate enough pres- 
sure to overcome pressure groups, es- 
pecially labor, and labor is the big- 
gest element bucking wage control. 


The Roosevelt Administration gen- 


erally favors price controls but not 
wage controls, on the ground labor 
is not a commodity to be bought and 
sold like ribbon over a counter. Mar- 
riner S. Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve Board is the one outstanding 
holdout for wage control. Others give 
the impression they'd be for it when 
a more drastic emergency arrives— 
such as all-out war. But they don't 
say so in so many words. 


The opposition of labor is the main 


reason why Great Britain does NOT 
slap on direct controls. Only Canada 
has taken such action. The plan an- 
nounced by the Mackenzie King gov- 
ernment pegs both prices and wages 
uboin where they are now, but al- 
lows for a little adjustment through 
bonuses to workers. The bonuses ure 
paid when Ihe price index goes up 
one per cent within a flexible limit. 
Small employers are exmpt. 


The Canadian government recogn- 


izes that wage controls are a phase 
of the totalitarian states, but insists 
it is warranted as long as inflation 
threatens the war effort. And since 
wiKt:-- in: about unit the cost of art- 
icles and services, it is assumed that 
price controls alone are NOT suf- 
ficient to .stop inflation. At least one 
powerful labor leader has accepted 
the principle as an emergency mea- 
sure.

S. Blank, flying the American 
Nlag and immediately contacted the 
Iship by radio, asking for bearings 
Iweather reports and any other in- 
sfonnation the ship might have which 


would aid us in making our destina- 
tion. 


"The ship's radio operator, instead 


of supplying the information, asked 
what union we belonged to. We repli- 
ed that we did not belong to any 
union. 


'The ship's operator then replied: 


'Sorry we can't help you." Any fur- 
ther efforts to raise the ship's radio 
were unavailing.' 


One or two such reports by trans- 


ocean fliers probably would have re- 
ceived no attention at the Depart- 
ment of Justice but the number has 
caused some concern and it is known 
now that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has been asked to check 
on the reports. Just what action would 
be taken if these reports are found 
to be true has not been determined. 


However, one government 
official 


who has heard of the reports expres- 
sed the opinion they might have di- 
rect bearing on a little known bill 
which already has passed the house of 
representatives and now is being stud- 
ied for report to the senate by, the 
senate commerce committee. 


The bill, sponsored in the house by 


Rep. Schuyler Otis Bland, of Virginia, 
chairman of the house merchant ma- 
rine and fisheries committee, pro- 
vides that the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission shall suspend the 
license of any ship's radio operator 
when the commission, after investiga- 
tion, . has found there is "reasonable 
probability that such operator is a 


subversive individual." 


The term "subversive individual," 


as defined by the bill, is very broad 
and while directed primurily at oper- 
ators who are members of, or sym- 
pathetc with, organizations which ad- 
vocate the overthrow or undermining 
of our form of government, it also 
specifically points the finger at any 
persons who participate in any "com- 
bination or conspiracy to resist the 
lawful authority of the United Stat- 
es.'' 


In making its report on the bill to 


the house. Eland's committee said: 
"It must NOT be considered that a 
large number of radio operators are 
subversive individuals or disloyal, he 
reverse is the case but disloyal radio 
operators strategically placed may do 
great damage and it is against a 
menace of this character that the pro- 
iplolsecl bill is designed to guard. Test- 
imony deduced before your committee 
shows that at most there would be no 
more than 200 out of something like 
2,000. In fact ti appeared from some 
testimony before your committee that 
the numbers might not be more than 
150, 
and as to some of them they 


may be identified for the purposes 
fo the law with fairly reasonable dis- 
patch." 


Although no one would comment 


publicly on the reports being in- 
vestigated until results of that in- 
vestigation are aired, it was said, off 
the record, by several in government

man John Tolan's committee investi- 
gating jlcfense migration is moving in 
of Hastings, Neb., population 15,000. 
Investigators are already there. On 
Nov. 
24 the committee itself will 


move in for n day's formal hear- 
ings on the situation, nnd in so do- 
ing it will be making n notable ex- 
periment. 


Usual procedure for n congression- 


al investigation doing spade work in 
the field is to hold hearings in the 
state capital or number one metro- 
polis, summoning the small-town big 
shots in to speak their pieces. Hero, 
the committee is going right to the 
grass roots of the matter nnd so, Hast- 
ings, not far from the geographical 
center of the United States, will be 
the most important guinea pig town 
in the country for n clay. 


Why Hastings? There's a mite of 


politics in its selection, for it is one 
of the cities in the district of Con- 
gressman Carl T. Curtis of Minden, 
Neb., and Congressman urtis is rank- 
ing Republican member of the Tolan 
committee. Aside from that, however, 
Hastings would still be a good spot for 
the committee's first study of this 
kind .It is a typical American cotn- 
munit yand just as small business is 
the backbone of American industry, so 
the little city is the backbone of Amer- 
ica. 
In Washington, at any rnte, 99 


per cent of the big shots seem to come 
from small towns. 


The committee decided to go into 


Hastings when Congressman Curtis 
called attention to the fact that his 
district, under defense impact, was 
rapidly becoming an old folks' home. 
The young folks were pulling out to 
take jobs in defense industry. At first 
the 
migrations were to the two 


coasts to work in aircraft factories. 
Then 
when new 
aircraft factories 


were built inland, these new plants 
became the meccas. Wichita, Dallas, 
Tulsa, Kansas City, and the like. And 
when the new Martin factory is open- 
ed in Omaha, it will draw new quotas 
from the surrounding small communi- 
ties. 


Nationwide Headache 
So what happens in Hastings and 


all the other little cities like it? That 
is what the Tolan committee wants 
o find out, so it can 
determine 


what should be done. 


Dr. Robert K. Lamb, formerly of 


progressive Bennington 
College in 


Vermont and now chief of the- Tolan 
committee staff, has assembled data 
on Hastings that mark it ns a typical 
little city of the typo that is being 
hit hardest by priorities on supplies, 
allocations of materials, priorities un 
employment 
nnd 
labor 
migration. 


Here is Hastings, with 4500 homes, 21 
churchos, 29 
small 
manufacturers, 


eight atilo agencies, retail stores do- 
ing $9 million worth of business n 
yenr, trading center for tm »ren ir 
which are 37 grain elevators, a coun- 
ty scat, the home of Hastings Col- 
lege. 


Along comes defense. At least two 


of the 29 industries get defense con- 
tracts, one for $206,000 worth of prac- 
tice shells and another for $22,000 
worth of meat blocks for Army camp 
butchers. Other manufacturers began 
to feel the pinch for raw materials: 
the hiiy fever air conditioner plant, 
the culvert and grain bin makers, 
the tire pump plant, the fire extin- 
guisher factory. The power plant has 
trouble getting copper wire. 


Labor starts to pick up and go plac- 


es. Selective service gets some. Farm 
Inbor, in a year when the crops arc 
good and there is an active demand 
for farm labor, hears the call of bel- 
ter jobs elsewhere. Some of this farm 
labor, hears the call of better jobs 
elsewhere. Some of this farm labor 
perhaps goes into Hastings to take the 
jobs left vacnnt by the men 
from 


Hastings who go to take jobs in Wich- 
ita and Omaha. 


A barber in a neighboring small 


town of 2000 noticing that his trade is 
falling off, starts checking up on his 
customers, by the head. Sixty-five 
that he knows personally have moved 
out to take defense jobs. 


The picture is not all gloom. Mar- 


ried teachers are again hired for 
this school year and every graduate 
of Hastings College who wanted to 
teach has found a job. The relief pic- 
ture has changed. Nebraska unem- 
ployment is the lowest in eight years, 
with 43,000 unfilled jobs in the skilled 
trades. 


And that, roughly, is the picture of 


Hastings-in defense. Hastings is a sym- 
bol, 
for the same thing is going on 


from Florida to Washington state. 
Congressman Curtis has a hunch that 
after this is all over the young folks 
who roamed may come back home, 
but he doesn't know in what shape.
